SAN FBANCIUCO, January 18. — Th 


Pacific Gout branch of the United Bute 
Weather Bureau predicts that the con 
turned raiofl of the part five days 
cause floods throughout the state.

NAI-A, January 18,—The severity o 


the rain storm baa caused some incon- 
venience here and the river etill over- 
flows its batiks in Nap* where it is espe- 
cially low. The rainfall here during 
last night was 1.75 inches, while in the 
upper end of the valley at St. Helena 
aud Calietoga nearly twice that much 
water fell in the same 
time.

caused the water to flow over the track 
at KTUK'B station above St. Helena and 
caused a delay of two hours in the com* 
ing of the oouth-bound train this morn* 
ing.

Tk« people of California appear to 


have anally become awake to tbe im- 
portance of securing such improvement 
of bar riven as will effecually promote 
tbe interest* of navigation and secun 
tbe gnat benefits with which Nature so 
liberally endowed the state in this re- 
spect. Tbe recent convention held in 
Ban Francisco was composed of the fore- 
most business men of the state, and its 
proceedings were characterized not only 
by earnestness, but by direct and prac- 
tical action that promises to assist ma- 
terially in affecting results. 


Tbe following memorial addressed to 


congress by the convention is brief, bu 
it state, the ease with .admirable 
curacy and force:

From 
various causes their navigability hue 
been decreased, and as a consequence 
those who would benefit by their ii 
proveraeat have suffered. 
They a. 
capable of extension at a small outlay 
sou to bring within the range of ad 
vantage large portions of tbe state now 
Inaccessible by water navigation. 


On the ground of benefit to the farm 
en and fruit growen, of the extension 
of commerce, of cheapened trantporta 
tioa, of reparation for past neglect and 
of solemn duty in improving the waten 
ol this vast empire, we earnestly im 
plan yon to carry out all the recom 
. raeaasliotM ol • improvement made by 
the government representatives and to 
take such other means as may be neces 
aary and proper to improve and extern 
these waterways, so as to benefit no 
only the people of California, hut the 
whole nation as well. 


That expresses tbe situation truth 


fully and concisely, and [as tbe brie 
statement is thoroughly substantiated 
by the facto and figures obtained by tbe 
congressional committee of investigation 
which recently visited the coast, a snow 
lot can be made that can hardly fail to 
command the favorable consideration o 
the powers which make the appropria- 
tions. 


The state's npnsentatives in congress 


an thoroughly equipped for tbe work o 
pnseing the claims of this neglected ter 
ritory, and there is* reason to believe 
that their cRorte will be crowned with 
snoots. Tbe fact is notorious that mil 
Uoa of dollars have been expended In 
the Improvement o| navigable stream 
of far less importance to tbe people than 
the San Joequln sad Sacramento rivers 
and It is inconceivable that this lavid 
oms distinction afiiast California should 
be indefinitely continued. The tun 
has certainly come for tbe claims of fair 
play and common justice to assert them 
salves la tbe matter of federal appropri 
atleai for this state. 


* is the most vital In 


duatrlal problem that any community 
has to deal with. That the people o 
California are *oming to realize this it 
evidenced by tbe interest manifested 
during the recent masting of the Rive 
and Harbor Improvement convention 
Taking a leseon from our Wends of tl\ 
Southern Pacific people, agents will be 
sent to Washington to hurry up an ap- 
propriation lor tbe purpose of improv- 
ing the rivers. When it i< remembered 
that deep water vessels once went as far 
as Sacramento, It would indicate that 
Mouthing should be done if free water- 
ways an wanted in California. What 
arterial and veins are to the body 
avenues of transportation are to tbe 
State. The port of Sau Francisco has 
contributed 1250,000,000 to the national 
government in the way of customs, and 
It is bat fair that some return be made. 
It is a significant fact that the railroads 
have never encouraged the movement 
towards improving the water ways.

no prediction aa to what the supreme 
court will decide can safely be made. 


In the first place there seems to be no 


question but that the township officers 
hold for four years; the present incum- 
bents remain In oiiice for two Teats after 
next January. Aiit has always been 
the Bute waster, supervison, superin- 
tendent of schools and assessor hold 
four years. The terms of asMmblymen 
aleo remain the same, that is, two 
years. But lor the remainder of the 
county officers there is a question u to 
the length of their terms. 


There will at least be two assembl; 
ien and three supervisors elected t_ 
this county next fall. The politician is 
sure of these office*. The terms of Su 
pervieors Wickersham, Letcher am 
Hayre expire neit January. The offices 
which are in question are the sheriff 
coroner, public administrator.'1 clerk, re 
corder, auditor, treasurer, surveyor, tax 
collector and district attorney. 
Section 60 of the county government 
act of 1893, under which the state is a 
present working, provides that "al 
elective county and township officers 
except as otherwise provided for in this 
act, shall be elected at tbe Keneral elec- 
tion to be held in November, 1804, and 
every four yeara thereafter * 
* 
*.' 


This section is a part of tbe general ac 
and Shows the intention of the legisla- 
ture to have been that tbe officers in al 
tbe counties of the state should hold for 
(our yean. 


But somehow or other in that part) o 


the act which refers to Fresno county 
too following subdivision of section 170 
wan inserted: "The officers mentionw 
in section a? of this act (section 57 
names all the county officers except the 
superior judges, assessor, supervisors 
superintendent ol schools and township 
officers) shall be elected in the year 18& 
and every two years thereafter." Jus 
how this subdivision wa» inserted in tbe 
act aeemi to be unknown and it was BBV 
eral months after the legislature ad 
jonrned before the existence of the sub- 
division waa generally known. 
But tbe subdivision is there and it ii 
the thorn which is causing the trouble 
The question therefore is: Does sub 
division 26 take precedence over section 
60? The best lawyers differ on thi 
question, but the majority teem inclined 
to the belief, if the whole act holds, tha 
as subdivision 26 relates only to on 
county, it Is special legislation, which 1 
in direct conflict with the state constitu 
tiou. Section 60 is general and It there- 
fore should supersede the subdivision o 
section 170. This is one view of tb 
question. 
( 
There ftfe also good lawyers who 
think that the four-year term will not 
hold. So many paita of tbe act of 1893 
have been 4ecland void by tbe suprem 
court that it is presumed that In the 
caw of the two or four-year question i 
will decide that tbe act ol 1891, which 
provides for two-year terms, will have 
to be followed. 


No one can tell what view the su- 


preme court will take of it. There has 
been a multitude of decisions touching 
the act of 1893. There can be no cleai 
understanding of them. Even section 
60 has been practically declared nncon- 
atitutlonal, it is said. 


A test case will probably go before 
the kupreme court from this county. In 
the southern counties of the state the 
officials have combined to make a fi 
for the four-year terms, 
Tbe local political kettle has already 
begun to simmer. O. W. Wyllie, chair, 
man of the county Prohibition centra 
committee, has called a meeting of the 
committee to be held in this city Febru- 
ary 1st. The object of the meeting wil 
be to select a new county central com 
mitte*. elect a new chairman, lay out 
plani for the campaign an'l aet the date 
for iiie county convention. 


The matter of publishing a party 


paper in the county during the cam 
paign will also be considered. All the 
prohibitionists in the county are invited 
to attend the meeting of tbe committee 
to confer on these matters. 


The Democratic central committee 
has already been at work quietly laying 
the wires. The work of fixing up i 
ticket has been in progress, and selec- 
tions made from available men.

It will be schooner 
igged, with tiro pole muts, supplied 
with an outfit of sails, to be wed in owe 
f accident to the machinery, which will 
ivo the yacht a speed of four or five 
miles an boor. The vessel will be bnilt 
f stwl. divided by five steel watertight 
lulkheads Into six compartment* and 
ts dimensions will be: Length on water 
ine, 140 feet; on deck, 180; beam, on 
water linn, 17 feet 4 inches; on deck, 
A feet 8 iaohem. 


The bow will project els feet beyond 


be deck, sloping out and down to the 
rater line. From the water line the 
'ore foot is cut away, so as to give it the 
ram shape similar to the bows of the 
United States cruisers Minneapolis, 
Sew York aud Columbia. The engine 
will bo of the triple expansion type, 
with cylinders 18. 19Jjfind SO inches 
diameter by 16 inches stroke. This will 
turu a bronze screw propeller, B feet t 
inches in diameter. 300 revolutions per 
minute and give the yacht a speed of 18 
miles per hour. 


In building the vessel special care 


will be taken to have it conform to the 
requirements of the navy department, 
as well *s the Inland Lloyds. The ob- 
ject is to build a ship that in a few 
hours can be ttu-nod into a war vessel in 
case of trouble with Canada. It will be 
built at Bacin*.— New York Herald.

oreeight. He laid out and planted the 
Oothout vineyard, and had charge, at 
liflerent times, of other large vineyards, 
>nd orchards in this and Kings county. 
le now is manager of the Horshoe Bend 
vineyard in Maripoea county. Here the 
new electric plant will be located. 


The dam in the Merced river will be 


about a mile above the boundary of the 
property, and one and three-quarter 
miles above the suspension bridge. The 
dam will be thirly-tive feet high. In 
he bottom it will be only twenty feet 
ong. At twenty-five feet high it will 
»e thirty feet, and at thirty-five feet 
tigh on top it will be sixty*five feet in 
engtb. In the four miles which the 
itch will gain from the river there Ifl a 
ill of ninety-three feet, and a mini- 
lum supply of 10,000 miners' inches of 
rater. This is luflicient to generate 
800 horse power at the dryest four 
months of the year. During the re- 
maining eight months there Is water to 
enerate 3500 hone power, and the ditch 
md flume are to be constructed to carry 
he larger quantity. 
The plant at present in contemplation 
rill consist of throe 500 horse*power (ten- 
ratore, 3 generator switch board panels,

ustomera. The Bend Power company 
vill provide motors for regular consutn- 
irfl and lay the wires on free of coat. 
?he charge as now arranged will be $5 
ter horse-power per month. The charge 
or power as produced by steam in the 
Joree Shoe district rune trom $12 to (15 
per horse-power. The saving in the fuel 
alone where u mine is just paying ex- 
penses would amount in many cases ton 
um eutllclent to pay a handsome divi- 
dend on the capital invested. 
It is almost unnecessary to say that 


among mine owners the Bend company 
s hailed with lively satisfaction. The 
nines nil around Coultervillo are now 
fecouiing eo well known that to give a 
ist of those within a reasonable radius 
A the new power station would run into 
he hundreds. Around Hornitos and in

The ditch, flume, buildings, plant, etc., 


can all be constructed between now and 
summer, but it will be necessary to wait 
or the fall of the river after the snow 
raters have subsided next October b«* 
ore the dam can be built.

When Ttt*r Went to Ihe Beftflbld, Titled 


lAdtoe Wept For Thum. 


The fgeullemiui of tho road wro long 


lio terror of tlio highway between Ecu- 
mgtoii and Kuightsbridgo, As late as 
ho ycnr 1700 a detachment of light 
orso van employed to patrol nightly 
rom Hyde park corner to the former 
ultico. Foot paHKMgen waited until a 
mrty could be made np sufficiently 
trong for mutual protection, n bell be* 
DK rung when a start was deemed 
undent. An extract from Lady Cow- 
KT'S diary in 1715 speaks volumes.: 


"I was at Kensington, whore I in 


ended to stay an long as the camp was 
n Hyde park, the roads being BO secure 
>y it that one might come from London 
•t anytime in the night without dan 
>er, which I did very often." 


The romance which such writers as 


Ainsworth havo given to the highway- 
men IB not so highly colored as may be 
mipposed. During his brief term of of- 
fice he<was a man of note, tbe darling 
ot the fafr ses, the hero of play and 
ditty. He danced at Banelagh and dined 
ai the clubs with impnnity, and when 
at last he became notorious enough to be 
worth apprehension he passed in trium- 
phal procession from Newgate to Ty- 
inrn, dressed in tlio newest fashion, 
wwing gracefully to the windows, 
whoro ladies of position shed real tear* 
of grief, and gnyly quaffing a farewell 
cup with admiring friends of his own 


K. 
Tho courtly McLean—grocer aud gal- 


lant—made Hyde park his chief scene 
of action. Here on a November night in 
1749 
ho nearly put au end to Horace 


Walpole hiuiBclf.

Condi was stopped by McLean and bis 
accomplice, Plmikct, as he was return- 
ing from Hollnud House. A pistol, ac- 
cidoutaillj" goiiig off, grazed tho skin un- 
der bis eyo, imd Etunucd him. "The 
ball went through the top of tho chariot 
ami if I hnii sat an Inch noiirer'to the 
left eido must have gone through mj 
bead."
